His resi- 
dence is at Detroit. Shortly after Cleveland 
wes elected to the presidency, Mr. Lathrop, 
with other Michigan men, called yp him at 
Buiiale. The president was great y pleased 
with Lathrop, and so expressed himself on his 
return to Albany. The appointment to Russia 
was unsolicited. Lathrop has never held oiti- 
cial position, and has declined nominations to 
congress. His son, a distinguished law- 
yer,| was pr minently mentioned in 
connection with the commissionership of pat- 
enis. The father wroteto President Cleveland 
informing him that his son was an attorney, 
and asa lawyer had become interested in mat- 
ters pending at the patent office, and for this 
reason he thought the appointment should not 
be made. Lathrop, itis understood, will ac- 
cept the appeintment tendered to him to-day. 

Dr. John E. W. Thompson, .who was to-day 
apponted minister resident and consul-gen- 
eral af the United States to Hayti, was born in 
Brookiyn, New York, and is at present a resi- 
deut of New York city” Heis a graduate of 
the medical department of Yale college. After 
leaving Yale he pursued his medical studies 
in Patis, where he became proficient in the 
French language, which knowledge will serve 
him in his new sphere, as the Haytiens are a 
French speaking people. Thompson is a 
young colored man, and was highly recom- 
mended for the position by the faculty of 
Yale, os well as by many leading citizens of 


his native state. Heis said to have been a 
life lo} ha democrat.

United States consul to Nice. He declined 
on gecount of the smalisalary, it being but 
$1,500\per year.

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BOYTON’S EXPERIMENT. 


He Aitaches a Torpedo tothe Engiish Man. 
of War Garnet. 

New Yorx, May 8.—Captain Paul Boyton, 
the expert swimmer, tried the hazardous ex- 
periment of placing a torpedo against the 
English man-of-war Garnet at night, with- 
out the knowledge of those on board the ves- 
sel. The torpedo, hewever, was not ex- 


plosive, and the captain’s object was to show 
that in case of war even those ships, 
guarded by torpedo nets, would not be 
free from danger. He donned his swimming 
suit at Tomkinsville, L. I., and after swim- 
m.ng cut a short distance toward the (Garnet, 
dropped into the water. He had in towa 
torpedo of the usual pattern, about two feet 
long, with its work at one end, so arranged as 
to set it off five minutes after the machinery 
was started. It was loaded with small stones 
instead of date When he neared the 
vessel he allowed himself to sink, so as not to 
be seen by the watch on shipboard, and 
also to find out whether the torpedo nets 
were hung around the vessel. He swam 
under the Garnet and examined her bottom, 
and then, satisfied that there was no dunger 
from network, drifted up to the anchor chains 
at the starboard bow. As he attached the tor- 
pedo to the cable he could hear the voices of 
the sailors on board and the steady tread of the 
guard. Not a soul on the Garnet, however, 
knew anything of his movements until he 
began to swim away. He incautiously 
used his paddle, and the guard heard him. 
He ran to the side the ship and 
shouted for the captain to stop or he would 
fire. “‘There’s a torpedo at your bow,” the 
captain shouted in reply, and then sank out 
of sight. He kept under water until he was 
faraway. Meanwhile the men who rowed him 
from shore were waiting for the swimmer 
about a querter of a mile away. He made for 
them, and sounded his bugle asasignal. At 
the same time the whistle of the Garnet’s boat- 
swain sounded, and all hands were calied out, 
and halfa hundred lights streamed out from the 
man-of-war. The lowering of some kind of 
craft could be seen by those on the rowboat, 
and they began to fear that they had got them- 
geives into more serious trouble than was ex- 
vected, Boyton climbed into the boat, but as 
ce did so a steam Jaunch, manned with officers 
and sailors ofthe Garnet, caught up with them. 
“Don’t shoot!’ shouted Boyton’s party. The 
boats came together, and ® marine drew a saber 
and held itat the captain’sa breast. “It’s all 
an experiment, gentiemon,” said the captain. 
“J putanon-explosive torpedo at the bow of 
your -vessel and itis there now. I'll surren- 
der if you want me to.” After further expla- 
pation the Garnet’s officers were convinced 


of 


that no wrong was intenced, and allowed 
Captain Boyton and his man to row for 
shore. Before reaching it they turned 
beck to make further explanations to the 


Erglishmen.$ As they drew near the Garnet, 
however, and spoke to the guard they were 
met with: “If you advance a step further we 
will fire.”’ The tide broughtthem nearer the 
vessel, anda volley of blank cartridges was 
fired at them. They then decided to row 
away.

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| A MILLION IN LUMBER. 


A SWEEPING BLAZE IN THE-CITY 
OF CHICAGO. 


The f@park From a Locomotive Engine, Which 3ets 
on Firethe Lumber District—The Flames Car- 
ried Across the River by a Burning Raft 
Where Destruction Continuss. 


Cricago, May 8.—Shortly after noon to-day 
a spark from a passing locomotive engine set 
fire in the heart of the great pine lumber yard 
district which lies along both sides of the south 
branch of the Chicago river and near the 

. . . . . 
southwestern city limits, Bordering upon this 
district are the wooden built portion of the city 
known as Bridgeport, and the Union stock 
yards, with its acres of wooden sheds and pens 
filled with live stock. A fierce wind was 
blowing from the west, and the flames spread 
with great rapidity. 

FIGHTING THE FLAMES. 

The entire fire department was called out, 
and began fighting the flames, but 20 or 30 
streams of water which could be thrown upon 
them had litile or no effect, as far as staying 
their progress was concerned. The dry pine 
beards and shingles was piled in great heights, 
only narrow lanes between being left for wagons 
te pass through. The narrow interstices, be- 
tween the boards, furnished universal facilities 
for the progress of the flames, while they broke 
free of the streams of water, aad prevented 
from touching the blaze. 

FLOATING FLAMES. 

Starting upon the west of the river, the 
flames ate all the lumber between Thirty-fitth 
and Thirty-eighth streets, an area of about 
400 by 2,000 feet. It set fire to the canal boat 
moored at the dock, and the boat floated across 
the river, which is 180 feet wide at this point, 
and eet fire to the lumber on the east bank, 
which covered about an equal area, and this, 
with one or two planing mills, was consumed. 
Brands were carried eastward, and set fire to 
several small frame houses occupied by the 
employes in the lumber district. 

THE FLAMES STAYED. 

The fire department, howeyer, made a stand 
at this point, and succeeded in preventing the 
epread ef the flames in the residence district. 
Lhe fight continued throughout the afternoon 
snd it was nearly 7 o’clock before the conifla- 
gration was brought under control, having 
practically 

BURNED ITSELF OUT.

THE SIEGE OF LEFORD, 

J. M. Rae, Indian agent at Battleford, has 
arrived in this city, and to-day gave some 
particulars regarding the siege of Battleford, 
and his impressions as to the result of the re- 
bellion. Stage, in company with George Apple- 
garth, farm instructor, started fram Battleford 
a weck ago last Wednesday. They started 
about four o’clock in the morning. Rae had 
his own team, but before they had got out far 
they sighted four mounted Indians, and deem- 
ing discretion the better part of valor, turned 
beck, and precuring an escort of twenty-five 
men, again started, making the journey in 
safety, and without encountering any danger. 
Rae is inclined to take a very gloomy view of 
the situation. He thinks all the l[udians will 
be up in arms, end that a bloody Indian war is 
unavoidable. He says the Indiazs are well 
armed and trained. The government, he says, 
entirely underrate the strength of the Indians 
end the seriousness of the situation. The In- 
cians with bows and arrows will fighi as well 
asthetroops. He thinks the whole country 
will be aroused, and all the tribes wil. be on 
the war path, The Indians do not fght like 
white men, and they would be most formidable 
enemies. He did not consider that Factor 
McLean and other white captives had any 
chance of escape in the world. They might 
be alive, but would be sure to be murdered 
after the first battle took plack in whith Big 
Bear was interested.

| A CROOKED JUROR CAUGHT. 


One of Short’s Jurors Caught up with by 

the Detectives. 
os oj Yo@#x, Mey 8.—Harvey M. Mupsell, of 
224 est Filty-second street, an fnsurance 
broker, and the eleventh juror on the trial of 
Richard Short, for the attempted assassination 
of Phelan in O’Donovan Rossa’s office on Jan- 
uaty 9b, was arrested this afternoon by a de- 
tective from the district attorney’s office on an 
order issued by Judge Van Brunt, who presid- 
ed over the trial, charging Munsell with mis- 
demeanor, perjury and contempt of court as a 
juror, It has been discovered by District-At- 
7 Martin that on several days pefore the 
trial Munsell wasin consultation with Short 
in the tombe, and that daring the recess of 
court on Wednesday, when the trial was pend 
ing,he visited O’ Donovan Rossa’s office and had 
& consultation with Pat Joyce. His 
bail is #5,0€0. Munsell will be indicted on 
Monday. The district attorney had his owa 
detectives and Pinkerton’s men watching the 
jurors from the time they were empanneiled, 
neither party of watchers knowing tnat they 
had rivals in the case. The warden and the 
keeper of the tombs, as well as the prisoner 
whom Muusell went to see, and two tenants 
in Rorse’s building, are witnesses. Each set 
of detectives made asimilar report. The dis- 
trict atterney is confident that he can convict 
Munseli under section 73 of the penal code, 
which provides that jurors who wilfully re- 
celves information relating to the case or mat- 
ter pending before him, except in the regu- 
lar course of proceedings, upon trial, is 
guilty of misdemeanor. It was perjury for 
Munsell, in qualifying as a juror, to swear he 
did rot know Short, it the district attorney’s 
evicence is correct. 

Munsell, the arrested juror in the Short 
case, Was seen in the tombs to-night. He said 
he went to O’Donovan Kossa’s office to get a 
better idea of the surroundings than the dias 
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grams shown in the court gave, remained 
there only about a minute, and spoke to no 
one While there. He saw Short once in the 
tombs, when he called to see Wm. Skin- 
ner, the alleged swindler, who 


bad obtained money from him. Skinner had 
promised to get some of Muunsell’s money 
back for him, and had asked him to visit Mrs. 
Skinner, who was dying in Quincy. On this 
oceasion he did not speak to Short, and got 
only sueh a poor view of him that he did not 
recognize kim when Short took the witness

THE PRESIDENT CANNOT COME. 

It is announced in our telegrams that,owing 
io the pressure of official duties, President 
Cleveland bas declined the invitation to be 
present at the session of the national com. 
mercial couvention. Simultaneously wita 
this announcement Senator Co!quitt, chair- 
man of the committee of invitation, received 
a letter from the president announcing bis 
inability to attend, and regretting that im- 
perative duties stand in the way. 

The people of the south would have been 
delighted to have welcomed the president, 

nd Atlanta would have been proud of the 
honor of haying the chief magistrate of the 
republic for her guest, and to have given him 
something of a hint of the appreciation in 
which he is held in this section. 

The visit of the president would have been 
a pleasing incident of the commercial con- 
venticn. It would even have added tolts 
importance; but the failure of Mr. Cleveland 
to attend will interfere in no wise with the 
essembling of that convention. Its success 
isalready assured; indeed, we may go fur- 
ther and sey that it will bo the largest and 
most imposing assemblage of business mon 
ever bela in this country.

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

The fiscal year will end with the last day 
of next month, and it is estimated the de- 
cresse in the public debt during the year 
will be something over $60,000,000. Wehave 
paid and are redeeming the debt at the rate 
of five million dollars a month, and at this 
rate the entire interest-bearing debt will be 
extinguished in less thantwenty years. Our 
interest-bearing debt is now $1,106,100,1ou, 
Noue of it bears more than four per cent, ex- 
cept $250,000,000 that bears four and a half 
per cent and is redeemable in 13811. 

The truth is, we are paying off the debt at 
azyate that is altogether too fast. We have 
no need to be in haste. Our debt is only $25 
a head, Whereas the Frenc» debt is 150 a 
head, ibe English debt $1090, ths Italian debt 
$75 and the Russian debt $i0a head, Irance 
owes $4,750,000,000, and Rassia and Eagland 
each about $3,500,000,000. The Italian deht 
is nearly twice the size of ourdebt. With 
our debt standing at $25 a head, and bearing 
a low rate of interest, why should we seek to 
redeem it faster than it becomes redeemable’ 
A very considerable part of our debt—over 
one-half of it—cannot be redeemed until 
1907, except on terms dictated by the holders 
of our bonds. A steady course of payment 
of bonds redeemable before 1907 would not 
call for an annua! decrease in the debt of over 
twenty millionsa year. 
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ARTESIAN WELLS. 

The system of boring for water is very 
ancient. Wells of this nature are found in 
Egypt, bored four thousand years ago, and 
lined with brick or wood. It is not knowa 
how the boring was done. In China wells 
frem 1,500 to 1,800 feet deep have long exist- 
ed; and the manner of boring them as prac- 
ticed from the first deep well down to the 
present day is essentially that in use in this 
country. To bore them, the Chinese begin 
by piacing in the earth a wooden tube of 
three io fouriuches diameter, surmounted by 
a stone edge pierced by an orifice of five to 
six inches. Thena trepan, weighing three 
or four hundred pounds, is allowed to play. 
A man mounted upon ascaffold depresses a 
lever, which raises the trepau two feet high, 
and lets it fall by its own weight; the trepan 
is attached to the lever by a cord of rattan, 
to which astrip of wood is fixed; a man seat- 
ed near the cord se’zes this strip at each ele- 
vation of the leyer and gives ita half turn, 
so that the trepanin failing may takea dif- 
ferent direction. .The workmen are changed 
every six hours,and the work goes on night 
and day. They are sometimes three years in 
boring these wells to the depth necessary to 
reach the springs they are intended to attain. 
The name ‘‘artesian’’ was gained from a weil 
sunkin the French province of Artois in 
1126. In that province artesian wells are 
very humerous, and so they are in nearly all 
the countries of Earope. The economy of 
boring for water instead of sinking a shaft is, 
of course, weil understood in every civilized 
country, andthe art is applied wherever and 
whenever deep wells are desired. 

The accepted thecry of artesian wells is 
that they are ariiliciai springs tapoing the 
underground drainage. The supply of water 
comes, of course, from the rainfall of the 
earth’s surface. Most of the rainfall is car- 
ried off by surface drainage and by evapora- 
tion, and the remainder sinks into the earth 
to find an outlet where itcan. It fills with 
water the soil and all the limestone and old 
red sandstome if can reach. These 
become saturated with water, but 
if the sinking or flowing water ‘reaches 
a layer of clay or granite or otherimpervious 
materia], it can go no lower, aud must flow 
to the bounds of the impervious layer, or 
else it must eccumulate and thoreughly sat- 
urate the soils and porous rocks that are 
within reach. 

In all the country below a line drawn 
tbrovgh Macon, Montgomery, Vicks>urg 
and Shreveport, there has never been any 
difficulty in getiing excellent waer at a 
depth of from 500 to 800 feet—water that 

contains no organic’ matter and rises to a 
heighth of twez or more feet. Sach 
wells are fon" 
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flinty rock, that is not at all porous, is found, 

and when rock of that nature is encountered, 

the well must, of course, be sunk balow the 

non-bearing layer to obtain the desired re- 

sult. The cosmogonists do not, in other 

words, accept the crevice or vein theory at 

all. To look for a crevice two thousand 

feet below the surface with a drill only a few 

inches in diameter, would be very muchlike 
looking fora needle in a haystack. What all 

intelligent borers seek is a porous rock, un- 
derlaid and overlaid with impermeable layers, 

lying below some section of the earth’s sur- 
face within the range of drainage. The 

under layer holds the water that comes to 
the porous rock, and the upper layer helps 
to give the hydrostatic pressure that makes a 
flowing well as soon es the drill penetrates 
the water-bearing rock, which is either lime- 
stone or sandstone. 

These conditions exist in the low country; 
but do they exist in the rocks upon which 
Atlanta rests? Do they exist anywhere in 
the Appalachian sections of the south, ex- 
cept, possibly, in a few localities where, at 
no great depth and on small areas, there are 
underground basins’

MILLER RELEASED. 


AFTER THREE MONTHS IN THE 
MACON JAIL. 


News Notes From Macon-—The Catholic Bishopric— 
Episcopal Board of Missions—The Courts—A

Macon, Ga., May 8,—[Special. |—This morning be 
A. Miller, who was arrested and imprisoned on 
the charge of swindling certain merchants of this 
city, three months ago, was released from jail. 
Miller engineered a map advertising scheme, and, 
after obtaining money for a number of advertise- 
ments, attempted to skip the town without com- 
plying with his contracts. He was arrested at the 
depot of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad, and has spent the time since his arrest in 

the Bibb county jail. 

To-day, through his attorney, ‘ ‘olonel Charles J, 
Harris, be returned the money he had obtained 
from the victimized merchants, and the prosecu” 
tion was stopped, 

Miller says that he had no intention of swin- 
dling anybody, but was honesily carrying out in- 
structions which he received from his principal at 
Cincinnati. He speaks in bitter terms of the fel- 
low, Claiming that the rascal, under false state- 
ments as to the honesty of the business, had in- 
duced him unwittingly to commit criminal acts. 

Miller bas no money, and his condition is not 
an enviable one.

THRE AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 


The Late Planting and the Condition of the 
Fielda, 

WasuisGton, May 8.—The May report of 
the department of agriculture relates to the 
progress of the spring plowing, and cotton 
planting and to the condition of winter grain, 
meadows and pastures. It also reports the 
prevailing rates of wages ot farm labor. Cot- 
ton planting, though comparatively late, is 
well advanced, fully four-fifths of the proposed 
area having been planted. The usual propor- 
tion seeded on the Ist of May is probably five 
per cent greater than last year, but two-thirds 
of the area was in germination at this date. 
The rains in Texas have delayed work in 
pianting. Everywhere it was begun late, but 
progress has, at most points, been unusually 
rapid. The plants have been slow in germi- 
nation on the dry freas, and have not yet 
made their appearance at many points. 

Spring plowing in preparation for planting 
is everywhere late. Last year at this date it 
was estimated tobe ?; done. This year it 
is scarceiy 610. The estimated average of 
the series of years fexceeds 7-10, lLessthan 
half of this work is done in the eastern states. 
In New York, Ohio and Michigana much 
larger proportion is furnished. In the north- 
west, where :corn, potatoes and other late 
planted crops are grown,in smaller propor- 
tion. The injury to the winter wheat crop was 
greater than appearances indicated on the lst 
of April. The roots were killed in the ceatral 
belt even worse than was supposed. In 
New York the snow protection was am- 
ple, except in spots, and im Michigan 
no materja] injury occurred, but in the Ohio 
valley and in Missouri the reports of the con- 
dition are much reduced. In the south a slight 
improvement in prospect has occurred. The 
average condition in the principal wheat grow- 
ing states is as follows: New York, 95; Michi- 
gan, 100; Ohio, 59; Kentucky, 45; Indiana, 70; 
lllincis, 42; Missouri, 60; Kansas, 62.- The 
general average is 70, instead of 77 in April, a 
reduction of 7 per cent, reducing the indicated 

roduction of winter wheat to about 240,000,000 
ushels. 

The condition ofrye is also lowerthan re- 
ported in April, yet much better than the 
wheat, the average being 56. 

The average condition of winter barley is 82. 
The mowing lands promise nearly an average 
crop of hay, the average being 92.

The Ordinance Drrecting the Paving of Decater 
Street with Beigian Block Taken Up, Discus~- 
sed and Passed—the Body Susteins 
Mayor Hillyer’s Views—Etc.

‘‘What right has the general council,” said 
Mr. McAfee, “to vote upon any question 
which has already been adopted by this body 
and subsequently concurred in by the alder- 
manic board ?’’ 


“The mayor simply wants the sanction of the 
general council as to his actions and rulings. 
I think he was right. I am on record as votiag 
that way last year.” 

BELGIAN BLOCKS ON DECATUR STREET. 

Mr. Stockdell expressed views similar to 
these announced by Mr. Cooper. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick’s motion to concur was put 
to the house and sustained by a unanimous 
vote, : 

Mr. Cooper, chairman of the ordinance com- 
mittee, presented an ordinance euthorizing 
the paving of Decatur street with 
belgian _— blocks. The cost of the 
work was estimated at $39,600. The street 
railroed was charged with $10,560, the city 
was charged with $9,650, the property owners 
were charged with $19,360.
